I wish I could go to 
see you all. I dream about you a great eel . Little Wille Frank mighty proud of the car?? you all 
sent him. he says he wants you all to send your pictures. We have had a dull Christmas here on 
the account of short crops. I made four bales of cotton weighing 5.50 lb. each and plenty of corn 
and potatoes to do me. I have hired a hand to help me make a crop this year. did Uncle Bob 
make a good crop last year ? Why don’t he and Billie ever write! how are you getting along 
with your music? have you had many parties out there this winter? Ma’s folks is all well. I will 
send you Willie Franks picture if you will send me all of yours first. Aunt Mary you know you 
promised to send them to me as soon as you could have them taken when I left there to come 
home. Well J will close for this time write soon Ella joins me in love to you all.

I 
believe the farmers are getting a long better this spring with their crops than they have for two or 
three years before. we are all well and hope this will find you the same tell Uncle Bob I have got 
a hand hired this year for wages I am runing two plows tell him I want him and Aunt Mary to 
come out here this somer to see us all of you come if you can. Billie I think you ought to write 
to me and tell me the news. Cousin Bettie you must excuse me for not writing sooner. so I will

My Dear Cousin I will try to answer your more that welcome letter after a long 
delay. But I know you will excuse me when I lay in My excuse. I taken sick in a short time after 
I received your letter and lost 16 days out of my crop and when I did get able to work I forgot 
everything but my crop. I am through with my crop now. I finshed this work. We have good 
crops here as a general thing. and the health of the people is good. If any of you want to come 
out here just get a through ticket to Kingsland and write me word when you will be there and I 
will meet you there it will cost $7 1/2. Kingsland is about thirty miles from my house. There is 
to be a big wedding down at uncle Sam LOWRY’s this eve his daughter is to marry. Ma’s 
family are all well May is there now She has got a little girl baby. it is five months old its name 
is Clara May. 

Tell Uncle Bob that I think he or some of you all might come out here and see what kind of a 
place we are all living in it would not cost much. I have been to see you all twice. 

Well I will close for this time. Hoping to hear from you soon. Ella joins me in love to you all .

Robert J. EVANS 


Robert J. (James) EVANS, a resident of Grayson County, was born in Worcester county, 
Maryland, August 10, 1838, and is the son if Elim and Charlotte (HARRISON) EVANS. His 
father as born in the same house as himself, in May, 1809, and died in 1858. Mr. EVANS’ 
mother was born in Worcester county, Maryland, and died in 1844, at the age of thirty-five. She 
was a daughter of Rouse HARRISON, and left three children, now living - Mary M., David 
Nathaniel and Robert J. 


Mr. EVANS removed to Shelby county, Missouri, in 1846. After the conclusion of his service in 
the Confederate army, hereafter related, he took up his residenc in Grayson county, near Norton, 
where he has since lived, engaged in farming, in which he has been very successful. In the fall of 
1861 Mr. EVANS enlisted in Company I, Seventh Missouri cavalry, Confederate States Army, 
and served in the trans-Mississippi department. He was captured at Salt River Bridge, Shelby 
county, Missouri, and taken to Palmyra, Marion county, Missouri, thence to St. Louis, where he 
staid for a month, and was then taken to Alton, Illinois, where he remained for three months. 
From there he was taken to Vicksburg, Mississippi, and exchanged. Mr. EVANS at once 
rejoined his command, and was in active service until March 3, 1863. At Four Mile, Missouri, 
he was shot in the mouth and left on the field for dead; but as soon as the enemy had gone he 
managed to get to Chalk bluff, Arkansas, and three months later he was with his command, and 
served under General PRICE in his celebrated raid through Missouri in 1864. Mr. EVANS bore 
his full share of the hardships, privations and dangers of a soldier’s life, doing his duty manfully 
and faithfully. 


In 1868 Mr. EVANS was married to Miss Laura A FULP, of Wisconsin, and their hame has been 
blessed with five children, now living, named as follows - William T. (Thomas), Jacob 
P.(Purley), Charlotte E. (Elizabeth). Kate N. (Nixon), and Mary A. (Ann). 


Mr. EVANS is a member of the Methodist Episcopal church, and his light so shines before men 
that others, seeing his good works, are led to do like him. He is rich in the possession of the 


respect and affection of all who know him.

Mary Ella EVANS was born in Ashley County, Arkansas, 23 January 1892 and married 
Louis Charles CLIFFORD 18 February 1912. He was the son of John Tilford and Lee Anne 
JACKSON CLIFFORD. Louis C. CLIFFORD was a Pine Bluff barber and died 31 January 
1959. Mary Ella EVANS CLIFFORD died 20 November 1969. The couple had four children. 


Myrtis Eloise EVANS was born September 1895 in the Milo community, Ashley County, 
Arkansas. She married Joseph Elmo TAYLOR, a native of Hot Springs, Arkansas, 18 August 
1927. He was the son of Joseph B. TAYLOR , and was owner of Taylor Electric Company, Pine 
Bluff. Myrtis Evans TAYLOR was a legal secretary and was employed by Reinberger and 
Reinberger, a leading law firm at Pine Bluff. Following the death of her husband 19 October 
1945 she became the owner-operator of the family business, Taylor Electric, and operated the 
firm until poor health forced her to retire. She was a resident of Davis Nursing Home, Pine Bluff 
, where she lived until her death in 1979. She had both legs amputated several years prior to her 
death. 


John Ahrens EVANS, the youngest son of Willie and Ella EVANS, was born 15 June 
1898 in Ashley County, Arkansas. He married Mamie Dolly BELLE 4 March 1923 at Norphlet, 
Arkansas. She was the daughter of John Franklin and Ida Carter FARRIS BELLE. John 
EVANS was a railroad man and worked in Arkansas and Louisiana. He and Mamie BELLE had 
no children. 


Georgia EVANS, youngest child of Willie and Ella Ahrens EVANS, was born October 
1899 in Ashley County, Arkansas. She taught school 17 years at Gabe Meyer Elementry School, 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas.

The Longview Expedition - March 29-31, 1864 


Patricia Rowell Tucker 


On March 23, 1864, Maj. Gen. Fredrick Steele left Little Rock, Arkansas, to join forces in 
Louisiana under Maj. Gen. Nathaniel Banks for the invasion of Texas. The plan to secure 
Texas for the Union was known as the Red River Campaign. 


One day after Steele left Little Rock, he sent word to Col. Powell Clayton, commander at 
Pine Bluff, “to observe in the direction of Monticello and Camden.” This must have 
included the entire Longview area which borders Drew, Bradley and Ashley counties as 
he stated in a report dated March 27 (quoted more fully below) that the enemy had a 
bridge over the Saline River as a means of communication with Camden. 


In the meantime, Steele crossed the Little Missouri River north of Prescott and met severe 
resistance. Further south at Prairie De Ann, he encountered an entrenched Confederate 
army, and for a day and a half, a bloody battle took place. Further hampering his 
advance, spring rains turned the roads into a quagmire. In two weeks, Steele marched 
only 70 miles. He would later write “...supplies were nearly exhausted and so was the 
country.” Foodstuff remained so critical, in latter April, he wrote to Gen. W. T. Sherman, 
“It is useless to talk of obtaining supplies in this country for my command. The country 
is well nigh exhausted, and the people are threatened with starvation.” Following the 
battle of Prairie De Ann, Steele turned east toward Camden and from there determined to 
continue the march to Shreveport. 


During the expedition to Mt. Elba and Longview, over 300 Confederate soldiers were 
taken prisoner. As an overview of the scope of events in south Arkansas during this 
campaign, the following accounts have been taken from Official Reports, War of the 
Rebellion, using both reports and correspondence as recorded in Series 1, 

vol. 34. Although the expedition was not a decisive engagement, it was never-the-less 
decisive for the 306 Confederates taken prisoner since many died of disease while the 
majority was sent to the prison at Rock Island, Illinois. A complete list of the prisoners 
has been extracted from the original records on microfilm located in the History 
Commission at Little Rock, Arkansas, by Mrs. Jann Woodard.

Report of Col. Clayton, Hdqtrs. Post of Pine Bluff, Pine Bluff, Ark., January 14, 1864, to 


Maj. Gen. Steele. 


General: Lieutenant McCarty, with 20 men, has just come in. He went 2 miles beyond 
Monticello. At Monticello he destroyed 2,000 bushels of corn put up for the Confederacy 
and captured 1 captain and 5 men. He thinks Parsons [Brig. Gen. Mosby Parsons, 
Missouri Division] is at Warren. The information received from prisoners agrees with 
what I have formerly sent you. 








[From] Reports of Col. Clayton, commanding at Pine Bluff, of expedition to Mount Elba 
and Long View, etc. Pine Bluff, Ark., March 23, 1864. Written by F. H. Manter, Col. 
And Chief of staff, to Col. Clayton. 


The movement from this point commenced this morning. Tomorrow the general [Steele] 
and staff leave. The line of march from here is by the military road to Arkadelphia; 
...then, if all things justify, move rapidly down the west bank of the Washita and take 
Camden. If our movement shall cause them to fall back, press them with all the force you 
can use... 


From Col. Clayton to Brig. Gen. Kimball, March 27, 1864. 


My scouts from the direction of Monticello bring me information which leads me to 
believe that the enemy is falling back from that place, although it is impossible to tell for 
a certainty. Acting upon the supposition that they are, I shall march to-morrow with all of 
my available cavalry and about % of my infantry, amounting in all to about 1,100 men to 
Mount Elba...I will cross with my cavalry, make a feint in the direction of Camden; and 
move rapidly down the Saline by way of Warren to Long View, at which point the enemy 
have a pontoon bridge over which they cross in communicating with Camden from 
Monticello. I think they have some military stores also at this point. By destroying this 
bride I will cut off their communications and will be able to attack any small parties. ..If 
these plans should meet with your approval... 


To Maj. W. D. Green from Col. Clayton. Report dated April 1, 1864, from Pine Bluff, 
Ark., Headquarters 


Major; On the 24" of March, 1864, I received instructions from Gen. Steele...to observe 
the enemy in the direction of Monticello and Camden. In Obedience...I sent out Lts. 
Greathouse and Young, with 40 picked and well-mounted men, each with orders to 
penetrate the enemy’s outer lines and hang upon the flanks of his camps until they could 
obtain definite information of his movements. On evening of the 26", Lts. returned and 
expressed opinion the enemy was preparing to lelave Monticello...I conclude that to 
march directly against the enemy at Monticello would probably result in his retreatiingg 
before me, crossing the Saline at Long View, destroying his pontoon bridge in his rear, 
and thus making good his escape. I adopt the one of making a demonstration in the 
direction of Monticello, as if the whole force was advancing, at the same time advancing 
rapidly to Mount Elba, bridging the Saline, leaving infantry and artillery to hold the 
bridge, crossing with the cavalry making demonstrations in the direction of Camden and 
Princeton, and at the same time moving rapidly with a small command to Long View, a 
distance of 42 miles, destroying their bridge, and thus prevent their retreat, then re- 





crossing the Saline and attacking the whole command on the north side of the river... The 
infantry and train moved out about sunset of the 27"; also 100 cavalry, under the 
command of Lts. Greathouse and Young, in the direction of Monticello. 
[Clayton states that during the night, the two lieutenants came into camp and reported the 
“enemy was completely misled as to our movements.” This is exactly what Clayton had 
hoped his plan would accomplish]. 


At daylight on the morning of the 29", I left the infantry...with the train at Mount 
Elba...and observed the enemy closely in the direction of Monticello. | moved...across 
the Saline...to the vicinity of Marks’ Mill. In this neighborhood the roads from Camden, 
Princeton, Long View and up the Saline converge...1 sent Lts. Greathouse and Young 
with 50 picked and well mounted men, each with instructions to move with the upmost 
rapidity by way of Warren to Long View, to destroy the pontoon bridge, the enemy’s 
trains, and c.....Captain Pierce captured 6 prisoners on the road up the south bank of the 
Saline. Capt. Young skirmished with a squadron of rebel cavalry on the Princeton road 
and captured 10 prisoners;...About 2 o’clock the morning of the 30"...I sent Capt. 
Barnes with a squadron of cavalry... About 8:30 AM I received a report that Capt. Barnes 
had met the enemy on the opposite side of the river and had been driven in. About 9:30 
AM, Ltd. Greathouse and Young returned and reported the destruction of the bridge at 
Long View, the burning of a loaded train of 35 wagons, the capture of a large amount of 
arms and ammunition, about 260 prisoners, near 300 horses and mules, and a large 
number of contrabands. [Col. Clayton then outlines fighting at Mount Elba and writes 
“the enemy broke in the wildest confusion, and from this out retreat was a perfect rout. 
The road and timber were strewn with blankets, saddle-bags, hats, and guns, and 
prisoners were being constantly brought in...about 5 miles from Mount Elba, where the 
road crosses Big Creek...the enemy succeeded in tearing up about 20 ft. of the bridge, 
carrying off the plank...we were effectively checked... The greater portion which made 
the expedition to Long View was unable to move out further. The infantry with the 
prisoners and train was still behind. In view of the four hours’ start the enemy had 
obtained by means of the obstruction at the bridge, and the incumbrance of our prisoners, 
who would be difficult to guard during a night march, I concluded to pursue any further 
would be a useless tax upon the energy and endurance of my command. I accordingly 
went into camp. ... The enemy’s forces at Mount Elba [was] commanded by General 
Dockery in person. His defeat was thorough and complete, with a loss upon his part in 
killed, wounded, and missing independent of the 260 captured at Long View, of over 160 
Men]. 


The Long View raid reflects the highest credit to Lts. Greathouse and Young, and for 
brilliancy and success is almost without a parallel. One hundred men marched 40 miles 
into the enemy’s country, captured and destroyed a train of 35 wagons loaded with stores 
of great value to the enemy. (their paymaster’s safe containing over $60,000), destroyed 





their pontoon bridge over the Saline River, captured and brought to Mount Elba 260 
prisoners, nearly 300 horses and mules, and a large number or contrabands, all, including 
the march of 80 miles to Long View and back, in the surprising short space of twenty- 
four hours. Our loss throughout the expedition was but 2 killed and 8 missing... 


Report of Lieut. Col. Samuel B. Marks, of expedition to Mount Elba, to Lt. John Harding, 
Post Adjutant, Pine Bluff, April 2, 1864. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that on the evening of March 27, 1864, I received orders to 
have my regiment in readiness to march 5 p.m. of that day, with two days’ rations in 
haversacks...I reported with my command at headquarters commander of the post of Pine 
Bluff...received orders to take command of the infantry and march out on the Mount 
Elba road...Early on the morning of the 30" March, Captain Barnes reported to me...1 
sent him out on the Monticello road with instructions to scour that road for some distance 
and report to me before night. He returned about 7:30 a.m. with the intelligence that he 
had met a body of the enemy’s cavalry of about 100 men, advancing. I immediately 
prepared for a vigorous defense: a barricade was formed of rails and logs of the negro 
huts; skirmishers were sent to the front to engage the enemy and watch his movements. 
About 9:30 a.m. our skirmishers came into camp closely followed by the enemy, who 
made a spirited attack. About the time our skirmishers were driven in and the attack 
became general, Lieutenant-Colonel Jenkins arrived upon the field and assumed 
command. The enemy made but one advance and were speedily repulsed, the 
engagement not lasting over forty minutes. About 30 of the enemy were killed, about 60 
wounded, and a number of prisoners were taken. Our loss was 2 men killed of the 
Twenty-eighth Wisconsin Infantry, and 2 men of the Eighteenth Illinois Infantry missing, 
supposed to have been taken prisoners on picket guard. 


From Powell Clayton, Colonel, Commanding, to General Kimball, Pine Bluff, Ark., April 
9, 1964 


Major McCauley has just come in, having been out on a five days’ scout. He went 
through Monticello, and Long View to Hamburg, to within 15 miles of the Louisiana 


line...He reports the country this side of the Saline as abandoned by the enemy with the 
exception of a few straggling bands. 


Heard at Monticello that General Steele had advanced to within 6 miles of 
Camden. ..[This report written after the defeat at Longview March 29-30].

On April 6, 1864, Colonel Clayton sent the following correspondence to Major Green, 
Asst. Adjutant-General. 


Major: In connection with my report of the Mount Elba and Long View expedition, I 
desire to make the following special report of individual cases of gallant and meritorious 
conduct...Lieutenants Greathouse...and Young...are deserving of the highest praise for 
the masterly manner in which they created a diversion in the direction of Monticello, and 
more especially for their...skill in the execution of the raid to Long View and return, the 
particulars of which are detailed in my official report of the Mount Elba and Long View 
expedition... 


A copy of a telegram from Clayton to Major Green dated March 31, 1864, stated: 


We destroyed the pontoon bridge at Long View; burned a train of 35 wagons loaded with 
camp and garrison equipage, ammunition, quartermaster’s stores, &c; captured 320 
prisoners; engaged in battle at Mount Elba yesterday morning [with] Gen. Dockery’s 
division...Our loss will not exceed 15 killed, wounded and missing. The expedition was 
a complete success... 


Reports of Lieuts. Grover Young and Frank Greathouse of the expedition to Long View, 
dated April 2, 1864, Pine Bluff, Ark., to Colonel Clayton. 


Colonel: We have the honor to report to you...after leaving Mount Elba we proceeded to 
Warren, reaching there at 12 am. There we took some 5 or 6 prisoners. We then moved 
out on the west side of there and came into the Warren and Long View road some 
distance from there. On our way there we picked up several prisoners. When we came to 
the fork of the Long View and Camden road, which is some 2 miles from Long View, we 
took 4 prisoners, and learned from them that there had been a train of nine wagons and 25 
men passed out a short time ahead of us. We sent a party out after them, burnt the 
wagons, and captured the men. We learned from them there was a large train crossing 
which had come out from Monticello that day. We moved on, and reached their camp 
just at dark. We charged into their camp, surrounded them and demanded their surrender, 
and ordered them to fall into line, We coming on them so unexpectedly, and they being 
in such confusion, they obeyed immediately. 


There were 250 men, 7 or 8 officers. We destroyed their bridge, threw about 175 or 200 
stand of arms in the river, burnt 30 wagons, which were loaded with baggage and camp 
equipage, also ammunition; took some 300 horses and mules. We then mounted our 
prisoners, and returned to our most worthy commander all O.K. ...../s/ Young and 
Greathouse. 


In a report by Maj. Gen. Sterling Price, C. S. Army, commanding District of Arkansas, to 
Brig. Gen. W. R. Boggs, Chief of Staff, Trans-Mississippi Department, the following 
brief account of the skirmish is noted. 


Hdatrs. District of Ark., Camden, May --,1864. 


...Before Brig. Gen. Dockery could execute this order [Price had ordered Dockery’s 
brigade and Wood’s battalion to harass Steele’s rear. “and, if practicable, cut off his 
trains”| he [Dockery] was on March 29 [30] attacked at Mount Elba by a party of the 
enemy from Pine Bluff and completely routed. They [Union forces] at the same time 
captured at Long View his entire train (twenty-six) wagons and about 200 prisoners. 


Some six weeks after Gen. Steele had begun his march to Shreveport, he arrived back in 
Little Rock on May 3, 1864. The plan known as the Red River Campaign had been 
completely thwarted in both Arkansas and Louisiana. Fierce Confederate resistance, rain 
soaked roads and short food supplies forced Steele’s retreat back to Little Rock. 
Confederate forces remained in control of south Arkansas until the end of the was 
approximately one year later. 


Having participated in above events, Brig. Gen. S. B. Maxey, commander of Maxey’s 
Cavalry Division, wrote a succinct summary of the Red River Campaign of which the 
Longview expedition was a part. Portions are quoted below. 


A campaign more stupendous in proportions than any ever hereto fore inaugurated by the 
enemy in the Trans-Mississippi Department opened last month. The design was no less 
than to hold, occupy, and possess the whole of the Red River Valley, with its untold 
resources. An immense column moved through Louisiana, another through Arkansas. 
Everywhere the enemy was met, and everywhere our arms were victorious. The 
campaign has been shivered like a crushed vase. Let us [his division] buckle on our 
armor and be ready at all times and at any moment to move in full force day or night, 
ready and willing and fully able to drive every foe from the country it is our special duty 
to defend and protect. Hardships we have already endured. We can do so again..../s/S. 
B. Maxey, Brigadier-General, Commanding.

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THE YOUNGBLOOD CONNECT

Because there is such little information available on James H. YOUNGBLOOD, 
my great-great grandfather, I will begin with his wife, Charlotte Early KEY, my great- 
great grandmother. Born May 7, 1822, in Elbert County, Georgia, Charlotte married 
James H. YOUNGBLOOD March 3, 1840, in Greene County, Alabama. She died 
January 3, 1892 at Tyro, Arkansas in Lincoln County, Arkansas. 


Charlotte and James were in Jasper County, Mississippi, in 1850 census and in the 
1860 census were on Bayou Bartholomew in Lincoln County, Arkansas (Desha County 
Census record) near where I live in year 2002 in Dumas, Arkansas. There was no Lincoln 
County in 1860, not until 1871, so then it was Desha County. One man stated that he had 
lived in three counties (Desha, Drew, and Lincoln) and had never moved. 


Charlotte is buried in Tyro Cemetery in Lincoln County, Arkansas about 12 miles 
west of Dumas. She has a headstone and is buried near her daughters, Frances Marshall 
YOUNGBLOOD FREEMAN and Mary Charlotte YOUNGBLOOD FREEMAN. The 
headstone for Mary Charlotte has disappeared, although I remember seeing it as a child. 
It is one today in 2002, 128 years after her death. 


There has been much speculation about Charlotte’s husband James H. 
YOUNGBLOOD. Ina FREEMAN, a great granddaughter, told her nephew Carell 
FREEMAN that James H. YOUNGBLOOD died in Alabama at the age of 51. James was 
born about 1809 in South Carolina according to census records. If this information is 
correct and if the information about his age on the census record is correct, that would 
make dying about 1860 or 1861, possibly, 1861, possibly in the Civil War. 


A YOUNGBLOOD researcher, Joyce ZACHMAN, found in the Houston library, 
that Abram YOUNGBLOOOD, born in Mississippi, age 3 died December 1860 with 
dropsy in Desha County, Arkansas. In the 1860 census of Desha County, Arkansas (now 
Lincoln County), Charlotte and James had a child born about 1857. His first name is 
unreadable, but looks something like Jas. or Jos. This could be the same child and Abram 
could have been a middle name. So, if this is their child, it seems that Charlotte and 
James were in Arkansas in December 1860 when James was 51 years old, or at least 
Charlotte was in Arkansas. Rubye YOUNGBLOOD JAMES said that Frances Marshall 
YOUNGBLOOD FREEMAN told her that James was a confederate soldier. 


My questions are....Did Charlotte and James o back to Alabama afier losing the 
child or had James gone to Alabama alone and Charlotte went after losing the child? 
Charlotte's folks were still in Alabama. Did James fight in the Civil War and lose his life 
in Alabama? Is he buried in Alabama? There are so many questions concerning James 
H. YOUNGBLOOD.

Charlotte Early KEY and James H. YOUNGBLOOD married March 3, 1840, in 
Greene County, Alabama. Most records state February 29, 1840, as the LDS file shows, 
but that was when the license was issued. The marriage took place March 3, as Hazel 
YOUNGBLOOD EDWARDS of Crossett, Arkansas has a copy of the marriage license. 


In the September 1850 census of Jasper County, Mississippi is James H. 
YOUNGBLOOD, age 40. Listed in his household is Charlotte, born in Georgia, Mary, 
age 8, born in Alabama, Susan, age 6, born in Alabama, Thomas, age 4, born in 
Mississippi and Frances M., age 1, born in Mississippi. Frances M. (Marshall) 
YOUNGBLOOD is my great grandmother. 


The family stayed in Mississippi several years as the 1860 census of Lincoln 
County, Arkansas (at that time was Desha County) shows James H. YOUNGBLOOD, 
AGE 51, Charlotte age 38, Mary, 18, Susan, 16, Thomas (James Thomas), ae 14, born in 
Alabama, Frances M., age 10, born in Mississippi, Rebecca, age 8, born in Mississippi, 
Lucius, age 5, born in Mississippi, Jos (or Jacob) unreadable, age 3, born in Mississippi, 
I believe that this child is the Abrams who died in December of 1860. Luther, age six 
months, was born in Arkansas. Luther as born in January of 1860. Census records of 
1850 and 1860 contradict the birthplace of a couple of children. (Alabama and 
Mississippi) As the three year old was born in Mississippi about 1857 and Luther was 
born in Arkansas in January of 1850, that would make Charlotte and James 
YOUNGBLOOD’S move to Arkansas sometime in between. 


James H. YOUNGBLOOD was shown to own 39.92 acres in Newton County, 
Mississippi dated 6-1-1859. He bought 79.14 acres in Jasper County, Mississippi dated 
4-2-1860. Newton County is north of and next to Jasper County, Mississippi. Connie 
INCOE MULLIS searched land records in Lincoln County, Arkansas and found that 
James was granted land in 1857. However, Arkansas Land records on the Internet show 
that James H. YOUNGBLOOD owned 280 acres in Lincoln County dated 6-1-1859. So, 
lam assuming that the dates listed on the land sales listed on the Internet were about two 
years after the actual sale. It has been said that he homesteaded the land in Arkansas. 


Back to Charlotte. Robert Howell YOUNGBLOOD, a grandson of James and 
Charlotte thought that the move from Mississippi to Arkansas took place shortly before 
the outbreak of the Civil Was and census records seem to prove this. Ina FREEMAN 
CHRISSMAN, a great granddaughter, told her nephew that Charlotte came to Arkansas 
alone with her children and a Negro servant, named Meelie JOHNSON, who was a 
teenager after the war. According to Ina, Charlotte was in Alabama when she made this 
last move to Arkansas, and the family crossed the Mississippi River at Gaines Landing, 
Chicot County. Gaines Landing in Chicot County was a known trail about that time. Ina 
also said that Charlotte had money when she moved to Arkansas. Charlotte could have 
had some money as she came from a prominent KEY family in Virginia and was an heir 
of the CLARK family that was equally prominent. Her father, James KEY, served as 
mayor of Atlanta, Georgia. Also the YOUNGBLOODS of Edgefield, South Carolina, 
were not “poor folks.” So, did James YOUNGBLOOD take his family back to Alabama 
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for him to enlist in the Confederacy? Maybe, he did not want to leave Charlotte in the 
wilds of Arkansas on Bayou Bartholomew when he went off to war. After the war, did 
Charlotte load up her children and bring them back to the home she had left? It seems 
that she did! As the land was homesteaded, could Charlotte have to had to live on the 
land to claim it or did she just want to go home where she and James had planned to 
settle? 


Another story told about the disappearance of James H. YOUNGBLOOD told to 
Roscoe was that he went to a foreign country where the YOUNGBLOODS came from to 
bring family members to this country and was never heard from again. Could the foreign 
country be another state? Could he have left Charlotte in Alabama while he went on his 
Journey and the war caught him? 


Rubye YOUNGBLOOD JAMES, a great granddaughter, passed the story on that 
when Carpetbaggers came to Charlotte’s house, she sat in a rocking chair with a gun 
pointed, and said, “The first one who steps up gets shot!” They left. She was holding a 
bread bowl with her money baked in a loaf of bread with a dishtowel thrown over it, 
according to the story that Rubye told. Charlotte was said to be feisty and not afraid of 
anything. So, it is very possible that she ventured a move from Alabama to Arkansas 
without her husband. 


Mae PHILLIPS PENNINGTON told that her grandfather, Robert Howell 
YOUNGBLOOD, who was a grandson of Charlotte told that the family lived on the 
bayou (Bayou Bartholomew) at the Gourd (Lincoln County, Arkansas). Charlotte sold 
the place to George ROWELL and a man named CUNNIN GHAM. CUNNINGHAM 
sold his part to George ROWELL, who then sold to Ed SMITH. (Hazel YOUNGBLOOD 
EDWARDS made a copies of the sale which I have a copy of.) Charlotte moved to Tyro 
(Lincoln County) where she bought a place and lived until she died. The bayou place 
today is known as the “Old Youngblood Place,” and is still owned by the Smith family 
being farmed by Lloyd SMITH. An article in the Pine Bluff Commercial dated September 
14, 1966 printed an article titled Farm Abounds in Indian Artifacts and it mentions the 
place as being the Old Youngblood place, located near the junction of Highways 54 and 
293. When the land was sold to George ROWELL and CUNNINGHAM, the deed was 
signed by Charlotte YOUNGBLOOD, Lucious YOUNGBLOOD, Luther 
YOUNGBLOOD and George Washington FREEMAN and Frances Marshall 
YOUNGBLOOD FREEMAN, and also George Washington FREEMAN as guardian of 
his son, James Elzy FREEMAN, heir of Mary YOUNGBLOOD. No heirs of Rebecca 
YOUNGBLOOD, who had died, signed it. Nor was James Thomas YOUNGBLOOD or 
Susan YOUNGBLOOD mentioned in the selling of the land so it is assumed that they 
also had died. Neither James Thomas nor Susan have been found after the 1860 census. 
They could have died or maybe they stayed in Alabama and did not return to Arkansas 
with Charlotte. Both would have been marrying age and could have married in Alabama 
and stayed there. 
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Mary Charlotte YOUNGBLOOD, born about 1842 in Alabama; died about 
1874 at Tyro, Lincoln County, Arkansas; Married George Washington 
FREEMAN; died in childbirth of her second child. Her first child was James 
Elzy FREEMAN, named after both of his grandfathers, the “James” after 
James H. YOUNGBLOOD. 

Susan YOUNGBLOOD, born about 1844, in Alabama according to the 1850 
census of Jasper county, Mississippi and the 1860 census record of Arkansas. 
Nothing is known about Susan after the 1860 record. 

James Thomas YOUNGBLOOD, born 1845. The 1850 census of Jasper 
County, Mississippi states that he was born in Mississippi. The 1860 census 
of Arkansas states that he was born in Alabama. Nothing is known about 
James Thomas YOUNGBLOOD after the 1860 census record. 


4. Frances Marshall YOUNGBLOOD, born January 2, 1848 in Mississippi; died 
June 29, 1931; buried in Tyro Cemetery, Lincoln County, Arkansas; married 
George Washington FREEMAN after her sister Mary died. George W. 
FREEMAN married sisters. (Frances Marshall YOUNGBLOOD and George 
Washington FREEMAN are my great grandparents.) 

5. Rebecca YOUNGBLOOD, born 1852 in Mississippi; died July 10, 1874 from 
complications of childbirth; married Hezekiah H. WHITEAKER May 25, 
1873 in Lincoln County. Rebecca gave birth to twins James Thomas 
WHITEAKER and Marcus Lafayette WHITEAKER, born February 8, 1874. 
Marcus died about three years old. 

6. Lucious Quincy “Lute” C. D. YOUNGBLOOD, born September 11, 1855, 
Mississippi; died October 28, 1930 around Florence, Drew County, Arkansas. 
Married Leona Josephine SHULTS and second Jessie Mell DeFIR. Lute is the 
ancestor of the Youngbloods around Drew County, Arkansas. 

7. Jas (or Jos) unreadable YOUNGBLOOD, born about 1857 in Mississippi; 
died December 1860 in Arkansas. This is the child that I labeled Abrams 
(maybe a middle name). 

8. Luther J. YOUNGBLOOD, born January, 1860 in Arkansas; died July 1934, 
in Tyro, Lincoln County, Arkansas. Married (1) Caddie CARRINTON about 
1883; married (2) Annie MULLENS. Luther had no children; buried in Tyro 
Cemetery, no headstone. 


Charlotte named her children after her brothers and sister. She had sisters named 
Mary and Susan and brothers named David Marshall and James Thomas. Of course, 
James Thomas is certainly a Youngblood name also. Names that I did not see in the KEY 
family were Frances, Lucious, Luther, and Abrams or Joseph if that was Abrams name. 


Land records show that the Youngbloods owned 400 acres of bottom land (on the 
bayou) and 20 acres close to Tyro. At least 280 acres were granted in 1859, according to 
land records on the Internet, but Connie Raye INSCOE MULLIS found in Lincoln 
County records that James YOUNGBLOOD was granted land in 1857. Charlotte 
continued to live on the bayou until she sold her place to George ROWELL and a man 
named CUNNINGHAM and moved her family a few miles west of Tyro. At the edge of 
the “hills” in Lincoln County, Arkansas, Tyro was a place where the breezes were nice 
and there were no mosquitoes. Whereas the rich bottom farmland on the bayou seemed 
to be a breeding ground for the many mosquitoes that carried diseases, such as Malaria. 
That was a time before antibiotics and diseases, such as Malaria, were a sure killer. Tyro 
seemed to be the place to live with its virgin timber, its plentiful jobs, and its quality of 
life. 


A story that has gone around in the Youngblood and Freeman families is that 
Luther, who still lived in Tyro, received a letter from a New York lawyer about an 
inheritance of the Key family. I do not know whether the letter was addressed to Luther 
or to his mother Charlotte Early KEY YOUNGBLOOD, who lived in Tyro and had died. 
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Luther took the letter to his brother Lucious who read it and remarked, “No one in our 
family ever had any money,” and threw the letter into the fireplace. 


T recently came into information that indeed there was approximately 
$10,000,000 to be divided among KEY heirs. Information from the “Atlanta 
Journal” dated December 30, 1923 said that scores of attorneys are attempting to 
settle the affairs of the great estate which is said to involve more than a thousand 
people. The tremendous Key Estate lay in the heart of New York City’s richest 
business section and was about to settle with interest holding leases on the 
property. The Key Estate, according to records, was composed of property in the 
heart of New York, which was given the original KEY in America by a direct 
grant from the King of England when New Amsterdam became New York. 
Through several generations this land remained in the hands of the family, 
steadily increasing in value and was then leased for aterm of ninety-nine years. 
At the expiration of the lease, due to family matters, little was done to regain 
control of the property now grown to tremendous value. (Lucious 
YOUNGBLOOD died in 1930, and the article was dated 1923.) 


Lucious Quincy YOUNGBLOOD and Leona SHULTS had the following 
children: 


1. William Kyle YOUNGBLOOD, born January 8, 1878 in Arkansas; died 
December 14, 1924 in Lincoln County, Arkansas; buried at Mt. Tabor 
Cemetery, Drew County, Arkansas. 

2. John Arthur YOUNGBLOOD, born January 23, 1879 in Drew County, 
Arkansas; died October 30, 1953 in Monticello, Arkansas; buried at Mt. 
Tabor Cemetery, Drew County, Arkansas. 

3. Robert Howell YOUNGBLOOD, born September 3, 1882, Drew County, 
Arkansas; died May 27, 1972 in Monticello, Arkansas 

4. Leona Frances YOUNGBLOOD, born December 21, 1883 in Drew County, 
Arkansas; died October 8, 1885 in Drew County; buried in Mt. Tabor 
Cemetery. 

5 Ernest Rascoe YOUNGBLOOD, born April 18, 1886 in Winchester, Drew 
County, Arkansas; died July 30, 1965 in Florence, Drew County, Arkansas. 

6. Ida Evans YOUNGBLOOD, born January 9, 1895 in Winchester, Drew 
County, Arkansas; died December 7, 1979 in Little Rock, Arkansas; buried 
in Walnut Lake Cemetery near Dumas, Arkansas in Desha County. 


Children of Lucious Quincy YOUNGBLOOD and his second wife J essie DeFIR 
are: 


1. Infant daughter born September 11, 1911 in Lincoln County, Arkansas; died 
September 11, 1911; buried in Mt. Tabor Cemetery, Drew County, Arkansas. 
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2. Jewel Opal YOUNGBLOOD, born September 26, 1916 in Lincoln County, 
Arkansas; died January 13, 1977 in Splendora, Texas. (I don’t believe that 
there are any heirs from the children with Jessie DeFIR.) 
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Our James H. YOUNGBLOOD, He is Not 


I searched over a year, visited with YOUNGBLOOD descendants, looked through 
census records, etc. looking for our James H. YOUNGBLOOD. Several times I thought I 
had found him only to be found wrong. For the benefit of future researchers, I will tell 
who he is not. 


A James YOUNGBLOOD, born March 9, 1809 in Edgefield, South Carolina was 
the first James that I found. With the birth year correct and the place of birth as South 
Carolina, Iwas sure that finding James was “apiece of cake.” However, this James died 
in 1855 in Pike County, Mississippi and Elizabeth LEE was listed as his wife, not 
Charlotte Early KEY. Our James was born about 1809 in South Carolina, but he was 
found in the 1860 census on Bayou Bartholomew in Lincoln County, Arkansas. There 
were eight children listed for this James and Elizabeth LEE, and none for our James and 
Charlotte ’s children. 


The hunt is still on! Here is another James H. YOUNGBLOOD, born 1809 in 
Johnston County, North Carolina. After looking Johnston County up on the map, a 
scenario was that James might have moved as an infant to South Carolina and thought 
that was where he was born as Johnston County, North Carolina is close to South 
Carolina. This James’ parents were Icabud YOUNGBLOOD and Betsy RICE. Dorothy 
QUAIFE, a YOUNGBLOOD researcher, told me that this James H. YOUNGBLOOD 
married Mariam LUNCEFORD in 1840 and listed his 10 children. He ventured to Yell 
County, Arkansas. Again, I had gone off on a “wild goose trail.” 


Another Disappointment! Jn 2001, I found a James H. YOUNGBLOOD who 
married Penelope Ann McLINTOCK August 8, 1838 in Jefferson County, Alabama. My 
mind started turning cartwheels. I imagined that Penelope died and then James married 
my Charlotte Early KEY in 1840. However, It turned out to be another brick wall when 
Melba CLARK of Decatur, Alabama, who is a descendant of James H. and Penelope, sent 
me the 1850 census record that showed her James H., Penelope and children in Jefferson 
County, Alabama. As my James H. YOUNGBLOOD and wife Charlotte and children 
were listed in the Jasper County, Mississippi census records in 1850, this turned out to be 
another brick wall. Melba did tell me that in her research, she had run across 
YOUNGBLOOD in Southern Alabama that were not connected to her line. 


James, a Very Popular YOUNGBLOOD Name 
Among the Youngblood Clans, James seemed to be a very popular name. Then it 
was customary to name children the same names as grandfathers, fathers and uncles. 


Sometimes, several cousins would have the same name being named after the same 
grandfather. 
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Here is what I did find. On the Mormon (LDS) Genealogy Site, I found the 
children of our James H. YOUNGBLOOD: 


1. Mary YOUNGBLOOD, born 1842, James H. YOUNBLOOD, Batch # 
7035207, Sheet 14 

2 Susan YOUNGBLOOD, born 1844, father James H. YOUNGBLOOD, Batch 
#7035207, Sheet 14 

3. Thomas YOUNGBLOOD, born 1846, father James H. YOUNGBLOOD, 
Batch #7035207, Sheet 14 (this is James Thomas YOUNGBLOOD.) 


I wrote down the batch numbers of every Youngblood shown on the LDS 
Genealogy sites, and found the following matches to the children of our James H. 
YOUNGBLOOD. 


1. David YOUNGBLOOD, born in Edgefield, S. C., father Thomas 
YOUNGBLOOD. Batch #703520, Sheet 39. 

2. Thomas YOUNGBLOOD, born in Edgefield, 8. C. August 1791, father James 
YOUNGBLOOD, Batch #70335209, Sheet 41. 


Look at number two above—Thomas YOUNGBLOOD whose father was James. 
Our James H. YOUNGBLOOD names a son James Thomas. James H. and 
Charlotte’s daughter, Rebecca YOUNGBLOOD WHITEAKER, named one of her 
twins James Thomas WHITEAKER. 


If having the same batch numbers mean anything, then possibly one of the 
above would be the father of James H. YOUNGBLOOD who married Charlotte 
Early KEY. After over a year of constant searching, I believe that James H. 
YOUNGBLOOD is connected to the Edgefield, South Carolina Youngbloods and 
the family of James, Thomas and David. I cannot say for sure who his parents are, 
however. This Youngblood family did journey on to Alabama and some into 
Mississippi, and there is sufficient material on this family if I could definitely 
connect it to our James H. YOUNGBLOOD, who was born about 1809 in South 
Carolina. 


Youngblood is a German name and was spelled JUNGBLUT in Germany. 
The following information is summarized from an article by Georgia Kyser 
YOUNGBOOK, dated July 1953. 


In the search for the early Youngblood records, many traditions have 
come to light, but so far, none with quite so much historical background as the 
one of the three brothers who came to America in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. The earliest record that we find is of one Thomas YOUNGBLOOD and 
his wife Mary, whose son, John Miles, was born in Harford County, Maryland 
on the 31° of October 1708. Another brother might have been Peter 
YOUNGBLOOD who was naturalized in Prince Georges’ County in Maryland 
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with four of his children in 1739. The third could have been a Derick 
YOUNGBLOOD whom we find in Concord Township of Chester County, 
Pennsylvania in 1725. 


As early as 1708, we find many Germans from the Palatine were coming to 
America. Among them were JUNGBLUTS (YOUNGBLOODS). The earliest that 
we have of what we think are the South Carolina branch of the Youngblood family 
is found in the Register of St. Ger?? Parish, Harford County, Maryland. There 
are no Youngbioods reported in the 1790 census of Maryland and the name seems 
to have disappeared from the records there by, or about 1755 which is the time 
Peter YOUNGBLOOD and Peter, Jr. Paid a poll tax in Orange County, North 
Carolina. There were many land grants to the Youngbloods in North Carolina, 
and three to Peter YOUNGBLOOD in Orange County: 575 acres in 1759, 349 
acres in 1761 and 640 acres in 1762-63. 


Peter YOUNGBLOOD had several land grants and executed several deeds . 
between October 1759 and June 1762-63 in Orange County, North Carolina and 
in 1768-1770 was a signer of the Orange County Regulator’s Advertisement, 
along with John, James and Thomas YOUNGBLOOD. A few years later people 
of these names are found closely associated and intermarried in 96 District, South 
Carolina. By the time of the Revolutionary War, we find our North Carolina 
Youngbloods all in South Carolina with the exception of James YOUNGBLOOD, 
who was a Revolutionary soldier in North Carolina. 


Our Youngblood family in Southeast Arkansas descends from James H. 
YOUNGBLOOD who was born about 1809 in South Carolina. I believe that he is 
of the Edgefield, South Carolina Youngblood clan. I just do not know which one 
is his father. I will continue my search. 


Hazel YOUNGBLOOD EDWARDS of Crossett, Arkansas furnished me 
with most of the Youngblood material and pictures in this story.
